The policy of this paper Is to encour- 


nKO every new enterprise that prom- 
ises to be of any benefit to the com- 
munity. Just now we cannot see as 
much advantage in the Ostrander Gun 
Plant as some of our contemporaries. 
There is the Stockton Mall, for instance, 
with a commendable local pride, calling 
for the locating of that enterprise In 
Stockton. Of course Oakland is quite 
as good a place and in some respects a 
better one. Now. according to the re- 
ports, this plant 13 in operation in Bos- 
ton. 
The gun company will remove it 


to this coaat, provided a bonus is paid 
for the removal. But if the business Is 
of any real importance why call for any 
bonus or premium for removal? 
If 


Oakland or Stockton, or any other town 
in California, is a better place for the 
manufacturers, why not come right 
along?

Tha policy of thin paper Is to encour- 


age every new enterprise that prom- 
ises to bo of any benefit to the com- 
munity. Just now we cannot see as 
much advantage In tho Ostrandor Gun 
Plant as some o[ our contemporaries. 
Thoro Is the Stockton Mall, for Instance, 
with a commendable local pride, calling 
for the locating of that enterprise In 
Stockton. Of course Oakland is quite 
as good a place and In some respects a 
better one. Now, according to the re- 
ports, this plant Is In operation in Bos- 
ton. The gun company will, remove it 
to this coast, provided a bonus Is paid 
for the removal. But if the business is 
of any real importance why call for any 
bonus or premium for removal? 
Ii 


Oakland or Stockton, or any other town 
in California, is a better place for the 
manufacturers, why not come right 
along? If It lit not a better place, why 
come at all? The gun, It is understood, 
is for sporting purposes, and not a gen- 
eral utility gun. 


But whatever may be Its range of 


usefulness, if the manufacture is a 
success, the company is able to mbve 
its own plant. If the enterprise has not 
boon a success, no .Inducements should 
be offered for removal. There is such if 
thing as ti wlsa discrimination1 to be 
oxorclsed as to the encouragement of-i 
fered- for new manufacturing enter- 
prises. 
Within 'the last ten years- we' 


have noted a number of propositions 
made In this vicinity to remove from 
other places to this city manufacturing- 
establishments, or to set up netv ones 
here, provided a very liberal bonus were 
paid by citizens. Now there may be 
Rome instances where a proposition of 
that kind Is worthy of acceptance. But 
in moat instances there Is not much to 
be said In their favor. It Is not always 
a good beginning to seek a large prem- 
ium from citizens, for the . encourage- 
ment of a private enterprise.

now employed in the establishments 
whtre bicycles aie manufactured..

New manufactories aie staitcd 
is a matter of weekly occurrence. It 
would seem from the data at hand that 
this new industry has given employ- 
nent to ten times as many wage eain- 
irs us have lobt their occupations by 
he diminshed use of hoists. 


The same beneficent influences are 


-•Ited in favor of the trolly system, and 
other applications of elcctrlcty to in- 
lustrial enterprises. More men are em- 
ployed in building trolley cars, in run- 
ning them, In laying tracks and in mak- 
ing electrical appliances than ha\e 
been drhen out of employment. 


The question is earnestly dlscusBod in 


many quarters as to what will become 
of tho thousands ot men who are tem- 
poiaiily thrown out of employment? 
The greater number will adjust thcm- 


to a new demand for labor. There 


will be a. great many temporary hard- 
ships. The lion man does not. always 
work beneficently for everybody. Tli" 
theory of one section of industrial 
conomists is that every machine which 
saves hand labor In one direction tends 
to create more of It In some other direc- 
tion. All the wood working, metal and 
extilc industries have created employ- 
nent for more laborers that have lost 
their positions through tho use of ma- 
chinery. 


That may be true as a general propo- 


sition 
But when machinery creates 


overproduction so that manufactories 
must stop until tho demand is brought 
up to production, all the operatives 
that were so busy are thrown out o.1 
mplovment. It was recently announc- 
ed that 500.000 operatives have recently 
been called to take up their former em- 
ployments, and that \cry soon the num- 
ber called back will go to a million. 
This new demand Is evidence that all 
these persons have been out of employ-

Councilman Object to th* Manual 


Training School 


' Project. 


The city council met last evening as 


fc committee of the whole to bear the 
opinion of th» city attorney on the le- 
gality of refunding a debt of 4140,000 
due tn October. 


The olty attorney's opinion was to 


the effect th»t there wns perloua doubts 
«B to refunding the debt under the act 
of the Lejrliiliture of last winter and 
the committee directed the attorney to 
draw an ordinance calling an election 
lor the purpose of re-lsnulng the bonds. 
Unlws thli is done the bonds -will have 


. to b* paid by levying the taxpayers for 


the amount. 


At this point the finance committee 


of the Board of Education appeared 
and • Director Friend made an argu- 
ment In favor of a manuel training 
school and asked 
that the council 
award the Board $10,000 for that pur- 
' • pose. He said that he apprehended 
that the council did not look with favor 
upon the request of the board. 
He 
Bald, "I have felt It In the air that the 
council waa not in love with the Board 
.of Education." 
Councilman Bassett said he was not 
In love with some of the members but 
probably the board was.aH right. 
Mr. Towle — We are hftre to consider 
what is for the best interests ot Oak- 
land. 
Mr. Bassett— Mr. Friend, you are on 
the witness stand. Let me ask you a 
few questions. You •will, I presume, 
concede that times are much harder 
now than they were two years ago? 
Mr. Friend admitted that such was 
the fact. 
. Mr. Bansett — The wages of everybody 
who works for anybody. Individual or 
corporation, have had their wages cut 
down considerably, except the princi- 
pals of our schools. Have they not? 
Mr. Friend— That Is true and I am 
one who has been subject to the cut. 
Mr. Bassott— I am in favor of a man- 
uel training school or rather I ^as In 
favor of It until the following flsrures 
•were submitted to me by a' member of 
the Board of Education. I am now In 
doubt whether In re-gard for the tax- 
payers we ought to Incur this addition- 
al expense at this time. I am^told the 
board could have made the .fallowing 
saving:

And suppose the heads of depart- 
ments and the nine grammar school 
principals were paid for ten months 
teaching, there would be a saving of 
J4.500 or a total saving of $17,950 per 
annum—17.950 more than you ask for 
the manual training school. 
Mr. Friend made an argument on 
the side of the salaries as fixed and In- 
cidentally remarked that there was a 
time when he did not think the Oak- 
land high school was at the top. 
Mr. Bassett—Do you think. Mr. 
Friend, that a high school where one 
gentleman professor 
throws an Ink 


. tttund at a. young lady teacher and 
• leaves a mark that she carries today. 
is at the top? Do you think a high 
school where a gentleman professor 
tells a young lady teacher that If she 
•will certify that another youne lady 
teacher is Insubordinate, she can be 
re-elocted to her place, but that If she' 
does not she will have to tako her 
chance. Is at the top? 
Mr. Friend thought these statements 
ir.lght be false and Mr. Bassett said it 
was possible the evidence establishing 
them'as fact might be forthcoming. Ho 
also said that he was not taking th 
ground that the salaries should be re 
duced as above but that it had been 
suggested that in view of the surround 
Jng circumstances 
the 
board couli 
have made a reduction. He was awan 
of the force of the old argument tha 
If one criticized the management of thi 
schools, he was immedlatuly proclaim 
ed as opposed to the public schools 
The taxpayers were beginning to real 
Ize that public school management was 
'not and should not be above criticism 
Mr. Friend maintained that 
if the 
present salaries were not maintained 
the teachers would quit. 
Mr. Bassett—Did you quit 
when 
-your salary was cut? 
Mr. Friend—Well, no, but I felt like 
It. 


After some further discussion 
the 
. committee of the 
whole apparently 
reached the conclusion that it would 
not be good policy on the part of the 
council to make the manual training 
school appropriation 'while there was 
BO much money needed for street re- 
pairs and other 
ments. 
necessary improve-
